BACKGROUND 


The Mattachine movement had its inception in 1950 
when a small group inaugurated the first discussion group. This 
early activity resulted in the organization of a secret society 
under the name of the Mattachine Foundation which filed incorpor¬ 
ation papers in the State of California on 4/27/53, and was 
thereafter known as the Mattachine Foundation, Inc. The announced 
purposes of this first organization were: "The specific and 
primary purposes for which this corporation is formed are to 
sponsor, supervise and conduct scientific research in the field, 
of homosexuality; to publish and disseminate the results of such 
research; and to aid in the social integration and rehabilitation 
of the sexual variant." 

The Mattachine Foundation, Inc. expanded its operations 
and established chapters in the Los Angeles and San Francisco, 
Calif, areas and either organized or became closely Identified 
with a publication known as "One, the Homosexual Magazine" 
published.by One, Inc., 307 South Hill St., Los Angeles. One, 

Inc. was incorporated under the laws of California as of 6/1/53. 
This close identification of the magazine, "One" with the. 
Foundation continued for approximately a year, at which time 
there appeared a notice in "One" that the magazine had no connec¬ 
tion with the Mattachine Society, as it was then called. 

On 5/23 and 24/53, a convention was held at which the 
Mattachine Society was organized and the Mattachine Foundation, 

Inc, released Its name to the new Society. 

The Mattachine Society published a constitution 
dated 5/24/53, which is referred to hereafter but which states 
in the preamble, "We,th© members of the Mattachine Society, in full 
awareness of our social obligations as members of the human com¬ 
munity, hold It necessary that a highly ethical homosexual 
culture be Integrated into society; and, whereas the present laws 
of many lands are discriminatory and limit the best expressions of 
the culture; and, whereas we are resolved that these people shall 
find equality; and, whereas we desire to spread knowledge of the 
aims and aspirations of this Society through mutual education 
of its membership and of society, we therefore, hereby resolve..." 
(There follow the organizational details concerning the Society.)

Articles of Incorporation were filed by the Mattachine 
Society, Inc. with the State of California 3/23/54, and a new 
constitution was adopted. The description of the specific and 
primary purposes of the Mattachine Society, Inc. contained in the 
Articles of Incorporation is as follows: 

"That the specific and primary purpose for which 
this corporation is formed is to further and gain accept¬ 
ance of the belief of sexual equality for all people 
using methods, primarily, as follows: 

"1. To sponsor, supervise and conduct medical, 
social, social hygiene, pathological and therapeutic 
research of every kind and description and to publish 
and disseminate the results of such research as widely 
as possible. 

"2. To sponsor, supervise and conduct educational 
enterprises for the aid and benefit of all persons 
socially, mentally or morally Ill and to promote among 
the general public an interest, knowledge and under¬ 
standing of the problems of such persons. 

"3. To sponsor, supervise and conduct educational 
Enterprises to promote among the general public an 
interest, knowledge, and understanding of sexual equality. 

"A. To aid in the adjustment to society of such 
persons as may vary from the normal moral and social 
standards of society and to aid in the development of a 
highly ethical, social, and moral responsibility in all 
such persons. 

"5. To protect, insofar as possible, these people 
from undue discriminations. 

"6. To establish branches of this corporation. 

"7. To publicize by printed information, radio, 
television, pamphlets, speakers bureaus, stage present¬ 
ation and all other means of communication, the purposes 
and activities of this corporation.

"That the general purposes for which this corpora¬ 
tion Is formed, in addition to those enumerated above, 
are as follows: 

11 1. To sue and be sued. 

"2. To borrow money, contract debts, issue bonds,, 
notes and debentures/, and to secure same. 

M 3. To lease, purchase, hold, have, inherit, use 
and take possession of and enjoy any personal or real 
property necessary for the uses and purposes of the 
corporation, and to sell, lease, deed in trust, alien - 
or dispose of the same at the pleasure of the corporation, 
and for the uses and purposes for which said corporation 
is formed and to buy and sell real or personal property 
and to apply the proceeds of sale, including any and all 
income, to the uses and purposes of the corporation. 

. "4. To do any and all other acts, things, business 
or businesses in any manner connected with or necessary, 
incidental, convenient or auxiliary to any of the objects 
hereinbefore enumerated or calculated, directly or indir¬ 
ectly, to promote the interest of the corporation....” 

According to the Office of the California State 
Franchise Tax Board, the Mattachine Society, Inc. qualifies 
as a "civic league" and is not subject to franchise taxes. 

The general activities of the Mattachine Society, Inc., 
hereinafter referred to as the Society, are carried on through 
organized chapters which are part of an Area Council. The 
Area Council has representatives who meet with a Coordinating 
Council. The final policy and executive authority, however, 
rest in the general convention which is held annually. In 
general, the activities of the Society have been to hold dis¬ 
cussion groups organized by various chapters to which non¬ 
members are invited, to hold social affairs, to engage in 
certain research projects and, in some instances, to defend ' 
sexual deviates who have fallen afoul of the law.

THE CONSTITUTION OF THE 
MATTACHINE SOCIETY 


In addition to the Preamble of the constitution of 
the Mattachine Society dated 5/24/53 > Article 1 provides that 
"members shall be admitted regardless of race, color or creed 
and that "no provision shall be made to destroy the•anonymity 
of any member without his permission." Article 2 describes 
the general convention as the supreme governing body of the 
organization and describes its composition and how delegates 
shall be elected to it. Article 3 describes the Coordinating 
Council and how it shall be composed and its authority. 

Article 4 defines the Area Council and describes how It shall 
be composed and how it shall operate. Among other things, 
it provides that the Area Council may temporarily suspend 
chapter charters subject to ratification by the general conven¬ 
tion. Article.5 defines the chapter and describes how it shall 
be organized. 

This constitution was accompanied by a resolution 
which states, "Whereas this organization is neither political 
nor sectarian and whereas we believe that our group can only 
achieve the social integration which it seeks within the 
framework of a free society; and whereas we find it especially 
significant that the most brutal and restricted laws against 
homosexuality occur in those countries, like Russia, where 
freedom of the individual Is most severely limited, and 
whereas those who attack the basic freedom of the individual 
in this country, both of the extreme right and the extreme 
left, have been the most bitter enemies of the homosexual, 
we, therefore, resolve to pledge ourselves to fight racial, 
religious and sexual discrimination within and outBide the 
organization. 

BYLAWS 

The bylaws of the Mattachine Society provide for 
honorary memberships, fellowships, associate memberships, 
active memberships and sustaining memberships. Dues for a 
fellow member are established at $50 per year; for an associate 
member at $36 per year and for an active member at $2 per year.

The bylaws define the duties and authority of the 
officers of the chapters who are the chairman, the secretary 
and the treasurer, and provide a method for filling vacancies 
in the chapter offices. The bylaws provide that the chapter 
or Area Council shall not issue any public statement Involving 
a policy of the Society or purporting to have the approval of 
the Society without first securing the written consent of the 
Coordinating Council, except in the case of a direct quotation 
from an officially adopted and public statement of policy or 
other official document of the Society. It is provided that 
no policy shall be considered official until adopted by the 
general convention. The bylaws also define the duties of the 
Area Council and the duties and authority of the Coordinating 
Council and provide for the manner.of electing officers to the 
Coordinating Council.

"WHEREAS the program of the Mattachine Society has always 
been to seek a realistic and judicial repeal of certain 
discriminatory statutes dealing with morals, and 
WHEREAS the Society has earnestly advocated the retention 
of certain laws for the protection of individuals in the 
community as follows: 

"a. Those prohibiting sex activities and indecent 
behavior in public; 

"b. Those prohibiting sex relations between adults 
and minors; 

"c. Those prohibiting sex activities which involve 
use of force or violence, and 
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"d. Those prohibiting sex relationships which 
transmit disease, and 

"WHEREAS the Society believes that, except for these, the 
basis for sex morals must, in a free and democratic society, 
be the concern of the family, the church and medicine, now 
therefore be it resolved: 

"That the Mattachine Society urges all persons to support the 
decisions made by the American Law Institute in its 1955 report, 
'A Model Penal Code, 1 and does further urge that all individuals 
make their opinions known to their state legislators in an 
effort to have these recommendations adopted into law. 

"Passed and adopted by the 
Board of Directors 
September 3, 1955"

It is noted that this issue, on its directory page, 
states that area newsletters are published by the Area Councils 
of Los Angeles-Long Beach, San Francisco and Chicago. 
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A review of the available newsletters circulated . 
by the Southern Area Council covering Los Angeles and vicinity 
reflects the following activity of the Mattachine Society and 
the Mattachine Society, Inc. and its chapters: 

Newsletter l/l/54 reflects that the California State 
Dept, of Health made an inquiry of the Society for assistance 
in curbing venereal disease among sexual variants. It also 
reflects that a research project was.being conducted by 
Research Chapter #104 entitled, "Lesbian Research Program," 
wherein it was announced that this program was being conducted • 
in cooperation with volunteer psychologists, and that the 
Society was assisting in every way possible. Also announced 
was a blood bank party which was organized by the Southern 
Area Council for the purpose of donating blood to the hemophilic 
fund. The balance of the letter contains notes concerning the 
activities of the various chapters in the Los Angeles area; 
a reprint from an article in "Time Magazine" of 12/28/53 
captioned, "The Hidden Problem" which dealt with the murder of 
his parents by a homosexual; and a book review of the book,- The 
Heart in Exile." This letter also notes attention being given 
to the problem of homosexuals in London, England, and some dis¬ 
cussions which have occurred in the English Parliament* 

Newsletter 3/1/54 announces that the Mattachine. 
Society was supporting a legal case involving a technical 
point of law and appeals for funds. It also contains an 
article on who must register under the state or city law 
requiring the registration of sexual deviates, plus general 
notes concerning the activities of chapters and the Area 
Councils. 


Newsletter 4/1/54 notes that funds were needed to 
prepare transcripts on the "Slade Case" which was being tested 
in the courts and which the Mattachine Society, Inc. was 
supporting. It also notes that Dr. WARDELL POMEROY, assistant 
to Dr. ALFRED KINSEY, was in Los Angeles and had been in 
consultation with representatives of the Mattachine Society 
in connection with a survey being made by Dr. KINSEY to be 
published under the title, "The Sex Offender and the Law." 
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Newsletter 7/1/54 notes that the Los Angeles Area 
Council (Southern Area Council) had rented offices at 357 
Belmont Avenue, Los Angeles. It also notes that the Long 
Beach (California) Chapters had formed a Long Beach Area 
Council. 


Newsletter 8/1/54 reprints a summary of a report 
given by Dr. EVELYN C. HOOKER of the Univ. of California at 
Los Angeles which had been given by Dr. HOOKER at the Long 
Beach, Calif. Convention of the Western Psychologists. Dr. 
HOOKER had worked with the Mattachine Society in certain 
phases of her research in the field of sexual deviates. 

Newsletter 9/1/54 reports that Los Angeles Legal 
Chapter #103 was suspended from the Mattachine Society by the 
Los Angeles Area Council at a meeting held 8/20/54, because 
the chairman of Chapter #103 had engaged in investigations 
of several of its members. Such activities on the part of 
the chairman were charged to be In direct violation of the 
anonymity clause of the constitution of the Society and not 
in the best interests of the Society. It is reported that 
the chairman of Chapter #103 defended his action by stating 
that his investigations concerned the threat of Communism 
upon the Society, and that no attempt had been made to obtain 
information in regard to the persona l lives of the persons 
involved. Information received from | | reflects 

that Chapter #103 was the legal chapter of the Mattachine 
Society and included members from other areas, and tha t one 
I I was 

alleged to have been doing inve stigations of members of the 
Mattachine Society. 1 1 had stated that he belonged to 

an organization which bound him to investigate Communism. 

Newsletter November, 1954 contains ah article on 
"Public Relations" which points out that every member of the 
Mattachine Society, Inc. is a part, of the Public Relations 
Dept, and that Included in the public relations effort of the 
members of the Society was the responsibility of "saying 
'homosexual' instead of terms more frequently heard; it means 
frowning Instead of laughing at jokes on the sex variant. 

And for both, variant and non-variant alike, it means 
absorbing every bit of available factual information on the 
subject and taking advantage of every opportunity to pass it 
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'hlong to anyone receptive. This is the job of everyone in the 
Public Relations Department, this is everyone’s job." 

Newsletter January, 1955 contains a book review on 
a book entitled, "Sex In History" by G. ATTRAY TAYLOR 
(London, Thames on Hudson, 1953). Also included is a message 
to the area which refers .to the appearance of the first issue 
of the "Mattachine Review" in which it is noted "We are. 
reminded by an article in ’Time Magazine* of January 10th of 
an incident in the not too distant past when the Mattachine 
Society was accused of being Communistic. More than 300 
homosexuals, according to the article, were, picked up in one 
night in an effort to check the rapid growth of sexual 
deviation in Argentina. The rise in the number of ’shameful 
attacks on women* was listed as one of the reasons for the 
drive and the solution arrived at—licensing of bordellos which 
had been closed since the ban of 1936. 

'‘Those of us who know something of the situation 
of the homosexual in America realize that conditions leave 
much to be desired in handling the problem here, but contrast 
our situation with that of a country ruled by a dictator. 

Are we Communist bait? Knowing what happened to sex deviates 
in countries where the state was, and is, all, are we that 
blind? We recommend the article to interested persons." 

Newsletter April, 1955 announces that the Mattachirie 
Society would hold its annual convention in Los Angeles on 
5/l4 and 15/55. It also notes that an amendment to Section 13 
of Article 1 of the California Constitution had been proposed 
in the California Assembly which would change the first part 
of this article to add the underlined portion. 

"Section 13: In criminal prosecutions, in any court 
Whatever, the party accused shall have the right to a speedy 
and public trial, except that if such party is accused of a 
sex crime, the court may exclude from the co urtroom all 
persons other than officers and attaches of the court, the 
accused, and the Jury..." 
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It was stated that the foregoing was reported without 
comment in the newsletter. 

Newsletter August, 1955 reported that HERBERT E* 
SELWYN, an attorney, was the principal speaker at the first 
monthly dinner meeting of the Los Angeles Area Council held 
8/3/55 and had talked on the American Law Institute's model 
penal code and the significance of the recently adopted code 
which recommends abolishment of most sex laws dealing with 
sodomy. It also notes that CALVIN COTTAM, consulting 
psychiatrist for the Foundation for the Living, was a speaker 
at the July discussion group meeting of the Los Angeles Area 
Council, 

Newsletter September, 1955 notes that the Board of 
Directors at its meeting in San Francisco on 9/3-5/55 bad 
voted to aid in the revision of outdated sex laws as recom¬ 
mended by the American Law Institute. It also notes that Dr, 
ALFRED KINSEY would be in Los Angeles in the near future for 
the purpose of arranging interviews for his forthcoming book, 
"Sex and the Law" to be published In five volumes. ,It also 
notes that Mrs."RHODA KELLOGG had addressed a Board of 
Directors meeting in San Francisco on 9/V55# and described 
her as operator of a nursery and a child guidance specialist. 
It is also noted that Dr. EVELYN HOOKER of Los Angeles; 

SAMUEL MORFORT, Personnel Laboratory, New York City, and 
FAITH ROSSITER and Dr. VERA PLUNKETT of San Francisco had 
attended sessions of the Board of Directors meeting in San 
Francisco. 


Newsletter November, 1955 notes that SAM MORFORT, 
a New York psychologist, had'set the date of 11/17/55 as the 
date for organizing a chapter in New York City. It also 
notes that more than 200 persons from the New York area had 
contacted the Society in the past and inquired concerning its 
activities. It notes that Dr. ALICE HOFFMAN, a noted authority 
on hormones, had been a guest at the dinner meeting held on 
11/2/55. 


Newsletter January, 1956 notes that 1/29/56 was 
the date for the Mid-Winter Institute organized by One, Inc. 
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Newsletter February, 1956 notes that Mrs. FRANCIS 
W. POYNTER, registered social worker and director of the 
Casework Division of the Church Federation of Los Angeles, 
would speak at the Los Angeles Area Council dinner on 3/6/56. 

It also notes that Dr. EVELYN HOOKER, psychology professor 
at UCLA, would speak at the Los Angeles Area Council discussion 
group meeting to be held 2/15/56, and that Miss KATHERINE 
KIMBRELL, Director of the School of Charm and Self Adjustment, 
would be the featured speaker at the Los Angeles Area Council 
dinner meeting 2/7/56. 


CONVENTIONS

advised SA]_| on 5/16/55 that he had attended 

one session of the annual convention of the Mattachine Society, 
Inc. on 5/14/55. He stated that this convention was held on 
5/13, 14 and 15/55 at the offices of the Society on Belmont 
Avenue in Los Angeles. He stated that there were 37 persons 
in attendance at the meeting and banquet, and that the member¬ 
ship of the Society had dropped from 300 to less than 100 
inasmuch as they were getting rid of all the dead weight 
who did not pay dues. He stated that he had been a member of 
the Society for about one year, and he had never encountered 
anything which he would consider of a subversive nature. He 
stated the objective of the Society was to make the lot of the 
homosexual better. He said he never met anyone in the organ¬ 
ization whom he-would consider subversive or who had any 
Communist leanings.

ns .of the most .violent cataclysms of modern times took place in the

Awesome as was this calamitous phenomenoniC was.' insignificant compared to 
nature's ageless work—infinitesimal, in contrast to the skyward •thrust of the 
great cordilleras of the world, or the -leveling and gouging of the. valleys and can¬ 
yons: of the continents, .Nature's architectural prowess is greatest in her eternal 
persistence—in her oonlan works. 

And so the fruition of human dreams and hopes is attained by a quiet but unre¬ 
lenting perseverance,, in the face of all obstacles. This is a characteristic which 
many titans of knowledge and learning possessed,. They.were true children of nature. 

Of Caesar was.it said, "He moved through life calm and irresistible like a 
force of nature.-* 1 ' ..Many creative gargantuans perhaps did not move .thru life calmly 
but they were most assuredly irresistible in their convictions,' in the face of 
denunciation, vilifioation and excommunication. At every turn, the great thinkers 
who advanced or proposed concepts. that .were new. and possibly superior, were blocked, 
by the status-quo. The men of learning, in the-arts or sciences, who arrived at 
conclusions with their own minds and thru their'own senses, were reviled and 
spurned for attempting to disturb the social patterns—for daring to challenge the 
savage EGO of existing institutions. And yet these men pushed on without encour¬ 
agement and without glory for their reward was in the pure joy of knowledge and 
creativene^ss, • . 

When Galileo verified and supported the Copernican theory that the earth re¬ 
volved around the dun, the might of the all-powerful church was aligned against him, 
He was a disbeliever, an infidel of.the lowest order who 'spoke against the church .

universe and all heavenly bodies,., including the sun, revolved around it. He was a 
heretic for lending credence to Copernicus and his sacrilegious and,.-dangerous con¬ 
tention, which was, contrary to the truth as the entire 17th century','world knew'. 

So it was in every age* A fierce arid unyielding stand against 'pew ideas and 
patterns—a mode.of behavior, which went,back.to primordial times when primitive 
men looked upon .other men with fear anil-suspicion-. -.'Any. stranger wa,s to be van¬ 
quished and. destroyed. ' . . • . • , 

But the bearers of truth were ultimately victorious. • By sheer attrition they 
gradually dissolved the prejudices,. They were .patient and indefatigable with the" 
drive and PERSISTENCE of. nature, pushing on‘with, a measured and,unvarying tempo, 
like an imperial cadence. ■ ... ... 

Vie members and friends of Mattachine are most decidedly bearers of truth, if 
we sincerely believe the precepts and objectives of the Society—that it is the - 
inalienable right of every law-abiding citizen, regardless of his'harmless sexual, 
propensities, to enjoy equal freedom .and respect An the eyes of .the. community. 
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If we believe that God is love, in accordance v/ith Chris-£i?r. dogma, we are guard- i 
ians of truth, and conversely, if devout Christians reject homosecuality, they nro 
turning from truth for they are repudiating God who, in their ovm words is "All- 
loving’.*. 

Nature, in her infinite and all-encompassing works, experiments endlessly v/ith 
the world's flora and fauna* The flow of life in the crucible of time is subjected 
to slow but constant mutation, in accordance with life's evolutionary pattern to 
conform v/ith the ever-shifting and changing milieu* Y.Tio can explain the phenomenon 
of the intermediate sex? Perhaps in the distant future, v/aon the myriad branches 
of learning merge in a more correlated manner, v/ill the eternal "Ylhy?" be answered. 
Meanwhile, all explanations are largely hypothetical, be they the sanctimonious 
diotums of religious institutions, the ponderous and esoteric theories of thinkers 
a id philosophers or the pig-headed, arbitrary statements of some of our medical 
men and Freudian bloodhounds. 

Truth is based on the nature of things—on FACT and rot desire, speculation or 
fantasy. The innumerable phenomena of the great cosmic force, such as fire, flood, 
earthquake and tornado are neither good nor bad, save in iha viow we take—"they 
simply ARB. And by the same token, it is normal for a giraffe to eat from the tree 
tops, for evolution has equipped him vrith lengthy legs anc neck. It is also normal 
for the horse to graze in the fields but this would be difficult and unnatural for 
the giraffe. It is normal for some animals to live by fang and claw, and equally 
normal for other animals to live by stealth and cunning. It is also normal for 
many creatures to survive by virtue of their timidity and swiftness. In this again, 
is to be found neither good nor bad, right nor wrong, but simply what IS, 

So then, v/e members and affiliates of Mattachino who are just beginning to 
stir in the ancient chrysalis of prejudice, have the mightiest weapon and the most 
formidable ally v/ith us—truth, hacked by quiet perseverance and illimitable 
patience the truth v/ill in time be accepted by all thinking people who harbor a 
passion for democracy. This is the crux of Hattachine•s aims—to employ every 
peaceful and unspectacular means to disseminate knowledge and unslanted information 
about American homosexuality in its totality. To educate the public to the fact 
that homosexuals are people covering the entire social scale from the indifferent 
to the noblost and most ethioul—like any other class of people. 

This is our destined work which wo must, carry on in a sustained but law- 
conforming manner and though this effort may require decades to realize, wo must 
not faltei—it is the only way, for by the very nature of our legislative system, 
the will of the majority is irrevocable and supreme. Not until the majority of the 
American public accept homosexuals as decent public-minded people v/ill we be able 
to enter the civic arenas with full respect and equality.

It is most essential that the public become cognizant of our favorable conduct, 
as individuals, and as a group. Unfortunately we have all been born in a culture 
which, in a thousand v/ays, glorifies and extols the virtues of heterosexuality and 
turns from homosexuality as from something evil and sinister. This pattern has 
boon so implanted upon our minds that it is occasionally difficult to act or speak 
openly against the current. Those of us who are not obvious in appearance, often, 
when in a conversational group, overhear slurring and sneering remarks about our 
kind. The tendency is to laugh v/ith the crov/d, but this should never be done. At 
such times a serious demeanor, if one is not in a position to defend openly, will 
go a long way towards building up respect. 

As an organization, there are ways in which we can make the public aware of 
our existence—it has often occurred to me that many homosexuals contribute period¬ 
ically to the various worthwhile charities. If v/e could establish.a national 
Mattachino charity fund to collect these contributions from individuals Sind give 
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sizeable checks from The Mjfcachine Society to March of DiiA The Red Cross, etc. 
the favorable impression v^jKd .be real and lasting, . 

; onco.wo establish ourselves as a legitimate and high-calibre organization 'in ■ _ 
the eyes of the public, interest and'support will undoubtedly be legion.’“But mean-, 
while, those of us who are unencumbered by. social or ecohomio pdsitioii, muso take 
the lead and create an acceptable atmosphere into which no person—heterosexual or 
homosexual need have any qualms of entering. He must continue to place .ourselves 
before the public advantageously^-our dinner meetings and field trips must go on 
with unabating.regularity. If only one person is favorably impressed-with our con¬ 
duct, he is the■ best courior of. good will we could possibly have.. ' ' 

With undiminished effort we can look forward and hope for the day when the 
•American climate becomes less forbidding—-when councils and chapters of our organ¬ 
ization can be established' in every city and town across., the .nation; wi;th cadres ^ ; 

of selfless and dependable members. Vie must become indicative of American homosex¬ 
uality as an ubiquitous manifestation and hot as an out-growth from several largo 

metropolitan areas, • V • . . ' ‘ . ■ • 

Above all, we must be.prepared.for disappointments'and set-backs. The sporad¬ 
ic and emotional drives oan o.fton be most impressive, like the eruption of Krakatoa, 
but the ; greatest.and most lasting achievements are those which aria attained by cool 
discipline and long range' programs of unspectacular Sut PERSISTENT action, . -

DISCUSSION GROUP 

ur discussion meeting of January 
16th, on the topio "A Permanent 
Relationship" got off to a roll- 


session with several comments on the ab¬ 
sence of legal or social b'aAd.ing forces 
in any homosexual relationship', such-as 
exist for heterosexual unions and the 
effects of this freedom, both good and' 
bad, upon the former relationship. He- 
jointed out the detrimental effects of 
bhie immunity upon -permanency and, oon 
the other hand, it»s convenience in ter¬ 
minating. .a., partnership.* that ir is no., longer 
desired by oho or both parties. 

The nebd for a parmgnont relationship 
is most essential, by consensus of opin¬ 
ion, and its desirability above ephem¬ 
eral escapades is recognized by the ser¬ 
ious individual. With this awareness, 
some of those present who had experienc¬ 
ed relationships of .fairly long duration 
were called upon to cite . what they be¬ 
lieved to be the most important char¬ 
acteristics and qualifications necessary 
to maintain a permanent partnership. 
From the discussion following, several 
salient points were brought forth. 

Possessiveness, it seerris, is not a 
favorable characteristic in building a 
solid relationship'and individuals must 
discipline -'-themselves not to .give voice 
to their curiosity, • in regard to the 
movements and activities- of their part¬ 
ners—not to attempt to restrict their 
freedom either by word or attitude, 

- The-' prime • i-mportfinde’^o-f- bbi'ng-dbfQ^-tb 
sit down to disouss difficulties was 
strongly stressed", '-This .is especially 
true of an alliance which has no ex¬ 
ternal social sanction, as .'the hetero¬ 
sexual union. The hyper-sensitive homo¬ 
sexual, having developed a nervous sys¬ 
tem of lightning rapidity thru the years 
of ostracism, is constantly on the alert 
for little signals of rejection from his 
companion and quite often he may wrongly 
interpret an inadvertent look, word, or 
gesture. At such moments, if the parties 
involved have not disciplined themselves 
to sit down calmly and discuss the mat¬ 
ter with reason, the situation can snow¬ 
ball into a full scale quarrel. This ab- 


bility to handle a"bad disagreement with 
quiet logic is imperative if the re¬ 
lationship is to survive and where there 
is no common ground for open discussion 
the union is doomed to quick dissolve- 
ment, 

A great tolerance must be developed . 
by both parties in the inevitable side 
affairs. In a relationship of "long 
standing, deop bonds are ■ established 
which cannot be - lightly dismissed the 
extra-partnership adventures can fill 
both parties with terrible confusion and 
anxiety but if the offended member re¬ 
mains calm, he will be as an anchor in 
the emotional storm and most often the 
erring friend will have a change of 
heart after the initial excitement of a 
jaew friend^passes., „ v-.-■ 

The partner must bo. more than-an ob 4 - 
ject of convenience or biological grat¬ 
ification. One must place his companion 
above his own needs and assume full res¬ 
ponsibility for his happiness as a human 
being. In this W8y; a deep and abiding 
oneness can eventually be achieved, for 
the companion with character will most 
assuredly respond in a like manner. 

It is characteristically hum^n to 
harbor more affection for the person in 
whom v/e have invested a part of our¬ 
selves, be it in the form of service, 
devotion or personal interest. In the 
gathering years a pattern such as this 
can result in a solid friendship which 
Will prove much more satisfactory than 
the ‘ emotionally charged affair where 
each party is filled with impractical 
expectations at the commencement of the 
companionship. -. . 

There was. some variance of opinion as 
—*t-o -.-wheftw was“^. me a-nb—'~by~■ Jlpe.ma ne nt--- £e-lasr 
tienship." One participant felt that a 
union of one year could there-after be 
considered more or less permanent. In a 
conversation, after the discussion had 
terminated, -this writer was told oi a 
relationship which .,had endured for 
thirty-three years, A practical inter¬ 
pretation of permanency was. offered by 
the moderator in his view that mutual 
"intont" at the initiation of a rela¬ 
tionship was a valid criterion. This 
seems- Logical—no guarantee can bo ex¬ 
tended in the success of human rela¬ 
tions, as is done with a manufactured 
.product.

THf SAME TOPIC AS DISCUSSED 

in SAN FRANCISCO 

LAST AUGUST 

Comments by several of tho-Se who were 
/’artunate enough to hoar the speaker at 
: lie August 2 meeting of the Hattachine 
Society’s Public Discussion Group at the 
Friend's Center on Sutter Streot, indi¬ 
cated that this was perhaps one of the 
finest meetings yet held. The speaker, 
a noted San Francisco therapist, talking 
from a very wide personal as well as 
professional background, outlined the 
topic, "The Need for a Permanent Rela¬ 
tionship." 

He first explained that the feminine 
approach to marriage is basically emo¬ 
tional, while the male attitude is pri¬ 
marily intellectual. There being this 
-cry broad difference, when two'- people 
,:ith the same basic approach enter into 
a "permanent" relationship, certain dif¬ 
ficulties will necessarily follow. The 
independent approach of the male and the 
dependent approach of the female is not 
counterbalanced in homophilie relation¬ 
ships. 

Homophilio permanent relationships 

can be, and are being, successful adven¬ 
tures. These can be such only by care¬ 
ful and cooperative planning. Failures 
of most such relationships can be traced 
to boredom and/or possessiveness. Many 
of these relationships are built in a 
-.ary small circle of contacts with other 
people, with one partner becoming jeal¬ 
ous in his possessivonoss, The excite¬ 

ment of sharing . the same bod fades as 
the years go by. many relationships 
started upon the first meeting, but as 
our speaker wisely stated, it is far bet¬ 
ter to GROVT in love than it is to FALL 
in love. 


Marriage—-any marriage or like rela¬ 
tionship-—was defined as being a "coop- 
erative adventure in growth" with extra 
emphasis on cooperation. Problems will 
inevitably arifo and these must be 
solved as they cc-me up. It is very im¬ 
portant that the partners can sit down 
and have a "man i o man" talk. Drawing 
from his personal experience, he stated 
that the big problems can be and are 
usually faced without any trouble, but 
the little ones seem to create big hur¬ 
dles. 

The speaker was very frank in stating 
that if a relationship is to last thru 
the years extra "activities" must be 
built .into the relationship. The male 
must have the assurance that Vie is still 
attractive to others as well as "having 
the excitement of new meetings. Accept¬ 
ing each other "as is" is an important 
factor in building ft lasting relation¬ 
ship. 

Explaining further what was meant by 
the best type of relationship being a 
"cooperative adventure in growth," he 
stated that cooperation includes con¬ 
stant compromise and a continual will¬ 
ingness and- awareness of seeing and un¬ 
derstanding the other person's view¬ 
point. This in turn produces a sense of 
.excitement and adventure that keeps the 
relationship eve?’ alive. And :the- quality 
of adventure creates the one of growth* 
These, in brief, are some of the things 
that can be built into the homophilie 
relationship and some of th<5 things that 
can causo it either to fail .or to suc¬ 
ceed.

There are two groups of the deaf, many polos apart from each other. The cpmmon 
and foremost group consists of the deaf-mutes; those who can neither speak, hear, 
nor lip-read, The smaller group is composed of deaf-orals who are capable of speech 
and lip-reading well enough to get around and .mingle with the normal-hearing. 

Most of the deaf are generous and fun-loving, possessing very fine senses of 
humor, but they are extremely sensitive of their handicap’•-they dislike being re¬ 
minded of their disability and when aroused their tempers oan bo more touchy than 


that of a cobra. ••:••• 

They Strive hard to gain recognition in normal society--©ither heterosexual or 
homosexual, but in the majority of oases these attempts are looked down upon by 
their hearing oonfreres. This attitude is disastrous to the deaf—it destroys'self*• 
confidence quicker and more effectively than words. A frank and open reprimand of a 
deaf-mute will not give rise to unpleasantness but the clear attitude of “Vie can't 
be bothered with you" brings repercussions faster than orte can imagine.- Frankly, 
the deaf, both oral and mute, are by nature ovdjr-sensitive. I've seen cases'v/here 
deaf persons would, be invited to a gathering of normal-hearing people. Feeling 
humbly grateful, they would go to the affair with happy hearts but would eventually 
leave the'Tarty with-'their tails between their legs* like oowed- dogs', Why? It can 
often be (iua to'the -fact that-one norma 1-hearing fellow came up with a big feigned 
smile while his heart and mind may have- said, • "Hovr in- heaven- can so and so-be^both¬ 
ered with them?" Unfortunately, the deaf, being gifted with a powerful, sixth sense,. 
'Caj:r : xh : s'tXn'c't ively-' 

Like the fabled many-headed Hydra of Greerk mythology, the problem of deafness 
gives rise to many, ; attending problems—bigotry, intolerance or misunderstanding con¬ 
stantly rear their: heads. Thus the problem becomes more serious .and unbearable—in 
order to avoid being hurt repeatedly, they rigidly cloister themselves* ,Thoy are 
almost forced to do this. ‘ ' • 

The deaf usually are affectionate and have enormous hearts of gold but in some 
cases they may possess the brains of a flea. In spite of being rattlebrained^ they 
have memories like elephants When they are hurt or slighted; ■ ' • *• f 

V.hon they receive love or,warn affection from the non-handicapped, it is. re¬ 
turned with humility and deep gratefulness. Unfortunately, it requires much pa¬ 
tience and understanding to be a-companion, or even a friend to a deaf-mute. Being,- 
a good pal is hard enough on the.normal but being a companion and/or lover is far>' 
more difficult. Their unpleasant voices are often nerve-grating. At times they 
unknowingly make noises such as shutting doors, handling dishes and closing drawers 
unnecessarily loud. It takes years and years, for the deaf to’train themselves, 'with 
the help of a steady and inexhaustible flow of "doa'ts" coming from.their companions 
However, such cases are rare, (continued) 
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Because there are so^fcw people prepared to help the to*:? homosexuals v/ith in¬ 
exhaustible patience, man^nearts are broken time after ti^^iee dies sly, Often pos¬ 
sessing very stubborn natures, the deaf try to establish lasting relationships over 
and over again. I’ve known one who had seventeen companions in the space of six or 
seven years—-quite a record, I must admit, but not so amusingr- Pitiful? Yes, be¬ 
cause they keep trying, not being aware of their personality difficulties, other 
than their inability to hear. 

I have many pleasant memories of fun from the days way-, back, when I lived in 
How Orleans with a deaf companion. T. r e often had guests visiting us—they were fun- 
loving and excellent company. 

Due to the needless persecution because of their handicap, they withdraw into 
a very tiny world where they share problems with the other ceaf—this sharing of ex¬ 
perience makes the matter only worse, as they all face the same problem. 

So due to the withdrawal and cloistering of themselves, the normal-hearing fi'~ • 
:lb difficult to reach their hearts. Then the deaf form their own life, taking it 
much more seriously than tho hearing, -with such activities as the drags, sistering 
and whatnot. Their morals, I regret to say, are much lower than the normal-hearing 
gays..... 

Considering all the aforementioned, the view of tjie deaf twards homosexuality 
is vastly different than the normal hearing. It is possible that in some cases 
these views are of a high nature, but in most cases-—no. Even I have difficulty in 
trying to make the deaf realize their ideas and patterns of thinking but I’ll be 
darned if they’re not as stubborn as a dozen mules. 

If there were a way of uncloistering the deaf and bringing them to better un¬ 
derstanding, these problems could be easily ended—but how? Let’s see what we oan 
do, fellovr members.....

Giovanni is Italian, while David is an 
American and it might be that this explains David’s roluctance to accept a situa¬ 
tion unfamiliar to him; David’s latent-homosexuality and his refusal to accept it , 
aro brought to a head when he meets Giovanni and agrees to move to his room. 

Though unwilling at first, ho experiences an overpowering attraction that compels 
him to share himself with Giovanni, who lovos him. David can return this love only 
physically, however, since he refuses to destroy the man-god image of himself which 
he has created. The room, junk-piled, dirty, and small, stinking of body odors 
and bad sanitation, becomes a symbol to him of the sordid life he is leading. He 
grows to hate the room and with it everything it represents. Y/hen his fiance re¬ 
turns from an extensive tour of Spain, David leaves the room and Giovanni to live 
•with her in common-law marriage. He soon finds, however, that ho can no longer 
enjoy women and he grows to hate her and the sex she embodies. In despair at 
David's leaving, Giovanni has killed a lustful bar owner who has designs on him. 

He is caught and sentenced to death. Tortured by the feeling that he caused 
Giovanni’s death, David seeks consolation in a succession of male companions. Here, 
Kolia finds him and openly doclares her distaste of him and his chosen path. After 
losing everyone, wa leave David still searching for himsolf in the debris of notor¬ 
ious bars and forgotten nightly affairs. 

Baldwin’s remarkable expose of the tragic unreality in the lives of many peo¬ 
ple should be a lesson to his readers to examine their own. lives.

The District Attorney in cross-examining had asked, 
in spite of objection, whether on the date of the alleged occurrence Giani was a 
homosexual. The defendant's "yes" sparked' a series of events: an order for a new

Following in non-legal language are some of the rulings on which the granting 

of a new trial was based: . . ■ t . .. 

Since during “direct examination" he wqs not asked if he were Homosexual, it 

was improper to ask this question in cross-examination. 

Without expert medical testimony to support it,- we cannot say that all homo¬ 
sexuals tend to commit certain acts or are “sexual psychopaths." 

A defendant is' prosecuted for the crime as' described and not for any purpose 
motive', 'or intent" he may have had in doing it. However if “purpose, .motive, or 
intent" is'specifically denied by the defendant as'in his contending it was an 
accident or a mistake/'then evidence of other similar crimes may be introduced. 
Likewise the fact that the question "were you a homosexual" was asked by the pro¬ 
secution and information on the subject was not volunteered by the. defendant, pre¬ 
vents such testimony from being used because the purpose, motive, or intent 
ruling still applies, until a defendant waives protection (of this rulmghby 
voluntarily testifying. " V ... 

Can the question, "Were you a homosexual?" be used to imply that every homo¬ 
sexual is' "psyoho-biologically" predisposed to sodomy? Justice Wood said .no.

It has suggested that we refresh the judicial reoolleotion 
bv reading one or more of a series of Sexual Deviation Research Reports of studiei 
officially conducted by the State Department of Mental Hygiene acting through the 
Superintendent (Karl M.- Bowman,. M.D.) of' the Langley 'Porter Clinic.' We'have 
perused those reports but find nothing therein'which seems to support couiisol s • 
broad claim that every homosexual is predisposed to commit crimes, sexual crimes, 
crimes of the nature'of the crime defined and proscribed by section 288a. In¬ 
stead we find such statements as' those: ‘The facts are'that the majority of homo 
sexuals are no particular menace to society. A' small number of them, like those 
who are heterosexual, will attempt to seduce or sexually assault others or try to 
initiate sex relations with small children.'' 'Most exhibitionists, homosexuals 
and peepers may fit into the class of psychopaths, and yet be socially harmless 
individuals.* Evidence does not exist fpr the'popular idea "that homosexuals are 
in general antisocial individuals."* 
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GIAHI TRIAL (concluded 

"In this state of the record we perceive no sound basis for entertaining a 
presumption or an inference that every homosexual is 1 psycho-biologically’ predis¬ 
posed to perform the acts proscribed by section 288a of the Penal Code. 

'Hie are mindful of Edmund Burko's classic utterance in his Second Speech on 
Conciliation with America* 'I do not know the method of drawing up an indictment 
against a whole people.’ Equally true, we think, would be the statement ’You can 
not indict an entire segment of the population.’ Yet that, it would seem, is pre¬ 
cisely what the challenged question does. Perhaps we could express it more clearly 
were we to assume the charge to be that of rape, ‘accomplished with a female not 
the wife of the perpetrator,* and that the prosecutor asked the defendant upon 
cross-examination ’Are you a heterosexual? 1 , the contention being that every hetero 
rs-ual is of a ’psycho-biologioal’ make-up which ’predisposes, indeed compels,’ 
him to commit rape,..• 

"The legislature has not, in so many words at least, declared that every homo¬ 
sexual is a sexual psychopath. Instead, it...,(has) definad the latter term as 
meaning a person ’who is affected, in a form predisposing to the commission of sex¬ 
ual offenses, and in a degree constituting him a menace to the..health or safety of 
others, with any of the following conditions: (a) Mental disease or disorder; 

(b) Psychopathic- per&ona-li-ty-j—(c) Harked -departures- from- normal mentality. ’ Con¬ 
ceivably a person might be affected by one or another of the conditions described 
in clauses (a), (b), and (c) but not ’in a form' predisposing him to commit sexual 
offenses, not ’in a degree’ constituting him a menace to the health or safety of 
others. In the absence of expert medical testimony on the subject we hesitate to 
equate the word ’homosexual’ with the term ’sexual psychopath.’" 

In conclusion Justice Wood quoted from a similar case: "’In a case such as 
this where the crime charged is of itself sufficient to inflame the mind of the 
average person, it is required that there be rigorous insistence upon observance 
of the rules of the admission of evidence and conduct of the trial.’"

The Los Angeles MTTACHINE News letter of November 1957 praised the 
American Civil Liberties Union for its battle in San Francisco to stop 
"Police censorship of books*" The MATTACHINE Society has been trying 
to urge women to attend their meetings for the past year* Del Martin, 
DAUGHTERS OF fcXLITIS, INC.,693 Mission St M Room 30$, San Francisco 5, 
Calif,, wrote the following letter to the $AIIACHINE REVIEW and it was 
published in the August 1957 issue* 


THE DAUGHTERS OF B1LITIS was founded in September 1955 by a group of $ 
women in San Francisco as a social club* Other than rumors which later 
proved to be untrue* these $ charter members knew nothing about either 
the MATTACHINE or One Incorporated* As the DOB program developed however, 
ws made it a point to check into each of these organizations* The re¬ 
ception we received by these two groups was "Well, it® about time - Wel¬ 
come to the fold*" Prior to the incidence of the DAUGHTERS only a few 
women had actively participated in the activities of either organization* 
Secondly it should be noted that the DAUGHTERS discussed among them¬ 
selves and with the members of the WATTACHIME SGCIETI the possibility of 
dissolving the womens group and joining MATTACHISE or starting a Womens 
Auxiliary Chapter at San Francisco* The conclusion on the part of both 

f roups was that more women would bs reached, more women would be likely 
o take an active part in the movement for understanding and acceptance 
oC the homophll through an exclusively womens organisation* 


Why? Because until very recently only in the last six months have the 
women turned out In any great number and that great number is small* 

For the lesbian is an elusive creature * she is not easily detected* 
Current day mode of wearing apparel and hair styling being what It is, 
she has least of a problem with law inf orcement agencies since she i® 
less promiscuous and less apt to rely on "gay bare” for her contacts, 
and by the very nature of her being a women she is more interested in 
her home and in building one* Yet she doss not have a need for contact 
with her own kind, and opportunity to let her down and relax the barriers* 
She is more apt, we have learned to do just that with a lesbian group* 


For thirdly, there 1® another problem involved acceptance not only of 
the homophll by hlmSelf and society but acceptance of each other lmale 
and female) • So many of the males are not comfortable around women 
(even lesbians) and visa versa* 


This is a problem which both the MtUCttim SOCIETY and THE DAUGHTERS 
OF BIL1TIS face and which w© hope w© in San Francisco are working to¬ 
gether to overcome* It Is a process of gradual exposure and education 
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through mutual social functions and panel discussions keyed to on- x 

lighten both groups about the other facet and to bring recognition to 
our community of interests and aims* 

We believe that there is a definite need of and function for a group 
such as the DAUGHTERS OF EIUTI3. And whats more so do those I have 
talked to in both the MATTACHXSE and One Incorporated but one laat word. 
While wa are a separate and independent organisation our rapid growth 
would not have been possible without the cooperation and help of the 
fMVmCKINE SOCIETY. Working together and sharing facilities has en¬ 
abled us to mold the latter into a magazine rather than our original 
news letter and to have an office and telephone* The letter wa® signed 
Del Martin DAUOHTibKS OF BIUTXS 1NC0RP* 

The Loo Angeles area council held their Qfitober 1957 discussion group 
meeting with the topic under discussion "Male Prostitution bocial 
Menace or Social Necessity." The group was very responsive and gave 
information regarding the male prostitute* The various participants 
mad© several distinctions of the homosexual acts which are often re¬ 
garded as prostitution* The "hustler" was diacribed as an individual 
who may be hetro or bisexual and whose motive purely momentary — ho 
can be observed prowling about in public areas. He Is often strong and 
likes to wear tight clothes to reveal his physical conformation. The 
true snalo prostitute is the homosexual who sells his body for a price 
and this is usually made clear in advance* Below him is the unsavory 
character who hovers on the margin of black mall —* he will solicit 
strangers in the manner of a "pickup" and when the time of parting ar¬ 
rives he will suggest in an obliquely freshening manner* that he b® 
given money* The "dirt" is in the lowest category he is the person 
that pretends to be homosexual for one reason -- black mall* 

Unfortunately the homophilic group of society Is judged by the obvious 
element the flagrant and anti-social individuals who are justifiably 
apprehended for making public nuisances of themselves. The moot re¬ 
spectable homosexuals never "cruise" and refrain from soliciting stran¬ 
gers on the street— they are in the majority. To judge all homosexuals 
by the prostituting group is like condemning all mankind because of the 
activities of this small minority which engages in the heterosexual 
prostitution* pimping and dope addiction* 

A top point of the discussion was whether the MATTACHINft should offi¬ 
cially condone or condemn the male prostitution* The response was 
provocative in as much as a consenceo was not reached* Some thought 
the society should accept this aspect of homosexuality and others con¬ 
sidered it more circumspect to condemn it* Several members felt that 
at the present time, the tMTACHM remain in a neutral position neither 
condemning or condoning sale prostitution* It was brought to life that 
in some hotels in the western world, when business drops, attractive 
young bellhops are hired to encourage greater occupancy* Also dis* 
cussed was the open way in which houses of male prostitution were oper¬ 
ated in Berlin between two great ware- some of these had biasing elec¬ 
tric lights* Heterosexual prostitution* in particular has been legal¬ 
ized ana regulated in many countries abroad and is expressed that this 
is a far wiser policy than exists In our country for where prostitution 
is driven underground and regulation by health authorities Is made al¬ 
most impossible* Although prostitution is against the law it has never 
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been stamped out# One participant told of a red light district in 
Shraveport, La# which was closed try the police, in a short period of 
time tho operators of these houses infiltrated the bettor district 
of the city# This indicated that nothing was accomplished by the 
action of the police# In th© Anglo-Saxton world sex has been approx** 
Imated with all that is based and evil and this attitude has found Its 
way into the marriage union# Ae recently as few generation ago a preg¬ 
nant women was ashamed to be seen in public and to this day special 
clothes are designed for the bearing women» to conceal her condition 
in the best possible manner# Many ageing or unattractive homosexuals 
are unable to make friends on a mutual bases and the only remaining 
outlet for them is the male prostitute# This ended tho discussion and 
Bob Biship wrote the above summary for the KATTAdnik& Wows letter De¬ 
cember 1937 issue#

When first one learns of the Mattachine 
Society, it seems-almost revelatory. Here, 
at last, is a &rOup of responsible people 
who are not afraid of the truth, nor are ^ ... 
they afraid to"announce it. My adolescent 
idealise buiXt ah image of shining heroes, 
spreading light jand liberation* A greater 
exposure to the' realities soon brought down 
that particular card-castle.

; TWO-HOUft BROADCAST EXPLORED HOMOSEXUALITY 

M Homesexuality has never been discussed on radio like this before." 
A two hour broadcast on the subject was aired over KPLA PM Berkeley 
Hovember 24,. 1955 9:30 to 11:30 p,m. The program, included two panel 
discussions recorded recently in tho station studio, 'It featured 
several outstanding professional people as woll as laymen who have 
studios'the subject and who dare to face homosexuality as a pressing • 
American problem. 

The broadcast was in two parts; each about oho hour in length. 

The first was moderated by Mrs, Thompson and approached the subject 
generally from the viewpoints of three panelists: Blanche M. Baker M.D., 
psychiatrist; Mrs. Leah Gailey, housewife,. and harold Call, editor of 
Mattachino RoYiow, all of San Francisco, The second part featured 
another panel: Karl M, Bowman K.D,, psychiatrist, whe until recently 
was director of tho Langley Porto?? Clinic-of -the-University-of Calif. 
School of Medicine, San Francisco;• Frank Beach Jr., professor of 
Psychology, University of California, Borkcly; Morris Lawenthal, 

San Francisco attorney, and David Wil3on, of tho School of Criminology, 
•University of California, also of Borkeley. 

The first part outlined a general scope of the extent and other 
aspects of the homosexual phenomena■found in our culture today. View¬ 
points were heard from c, psychiatric t- who counsels many homosexual 
patients, from a housewife and mother exposed to the problem, and from 
and editor who prepares a small magazine on tho subject, ana parc..cipate 
in the educational and social service projects of the Mattachine Society 
for the benefit of the public and homosexuals themselves. 


In the second part, Dr, Bowman-discussed his recent address before 
the Commonwealth Club cf San Francisco, in which he urged a modifi¬ 
cation of laws a3 they apply- to the homosexual. 

According to radio station representatives, nr public broadcast . 
on radio or television ha so vox* plunged into the homosexual subject sc 
thoroughly and with such outspoken candor. All participants on the 
program stated their viewpoints from realistic and unemotional contact 
with the subjoct and persons affoeted by it. 

v Without doubt thcTmost authoritative statements included in the 
broadcast wo^o these of Do. Bowman, In addition to k*s long associ¬ 
ation with the Langley Pertor Clinic, Dr. Bowman * n *955 loaded a sex 
deviation research project for the California Legislature. Ho 13 a 
past presided cf the American Psychiatric Association, and just a few 
we-ks arc returned to the D,S, from Thailand, where he aic.ed the ere __ 
ation of a medical institution similar to the psychiatric clinic which 
be headed here until his retirement. 

criminal ce-’.e, " ho has often saW. 
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Dr. Baker- struck a keynote in undersband ing h?mof-o.quality vrhen 
she advocated that families and associates of licncsexuals should 
accept persons with such orientations as people—human beings all-- 
whose- variation from the majority differ only in the choice.of a love 
Ibjoct, basically. She believes they (homosexuals) have problems 
onough without friends and loved ones heaping unnecessary opprobrium 
upon them. 

In a nutshell, the broadcast pointed up the program, aims and 
principles cf Mattachino Society, although it was not intended for the 
■broadcast to promote these aims necessarily, since they are nr.t 
exclusively original with Mattachine. Basically the entire broadcast 
underscored the ever growing recommendation that our sexlaws should 
forbid only fcho 3 e acts between adults and. minors, acts in public, ana 
activities which involve harm, violence and fraud. While advocating 
no varied sox behavior, this set of concepts simply hold that acts 
between consenting adults in private should be no concern of the law.

It is effective In that little sen¬ 
sationalism is used in trying toshew the frustrations involved in 
readjustment* ... Much care has been taken to discuss the problem of 
mental health honestly and objectively.

Several varieties of homosexual are on display in,"Many Loves" by the distin¬ 
guished poet, William Carlos Williams* Even the rabbit in the pregnancy tost turns 
out to be a "queer". There is also a lesbian on the make. And a young playwright, 
trying with questionable success to get rid Of his rich, homosexual "patron" - but 
not of his money* The conversations between these two are the thread on which three 
plays within a play are tenuously strung. Not only are there three plays, bu't often 
they all seem to be going on at the same time* For everything is relentlessly avant 
garde (including the drinking fountain in .the lobby, a masterpiece of unfunotional 
obscurantism). Since the homosexual makes all the conventional comments on avapt 
garde writing and decor, a reviewer need not repeat them* At times the homosexual 
soems to be the only sane person in the house.-But his sanity. Dr, Williams seems 
to say, is only half a loafj a homosexual cannot be a complete man* The author.s 
opinion of heterosexual women seams to be almost devastating, "Many Loves;,-, is 
Wild and wooly and sometimes exasperating, but accepted on its own terms ns^a sort 
of high-brow vaudeville show, it is always intelligent and frequently very funny. 

In "Maidens and Mistresses at Home, at the. Zoo", husband and.wife and their 
Arab slave are living together cozily in a villa on the California coast* The wife, 
handsomely played by Leueen MacGrath,''.'had bought the boy in Tangier n some years 
before, when ho was only a child. Then the-husband stole tho boy.from her, and per¬ 
haps in punishment for this or other sins, has'become completely paralyzed* Now, 
the boy grown into athletic manhood serves them both - arid many others* This short 
play by Meade Roberts will remind you.,‘both in its atmosphere and in its quality, 
of Tonnesseo Williams. It evokes not evil but an evanescent beauty of languor and 
loss. It is, I would say, a work of art. So is Tomas Milian, who plays tho Arab 
boy in an assortment of swimming trunks*

He said that the organization is participated in mainly by 
homosexuals who cannot afford adverse publicity and are very 
freauenfcly people in the teaching profession, etc. He 
estimated that there are over 15,000,000 active homosexuals 
in the United States and that there are 150,000 to 200,000 
homosexuals in California who are organized, in California, 
he says they believe that they actually had an effect on the 
voting in the state and helped elect Oovemor BROWN.

That struggle is far from being 
WO n _ most people in the world today are still fettered by the 
chains of tyranny and poverty, and modern war threatens the 
ltvSs of all men. 

Even in the United States the struggle for freedom and 
human dignity is far from being won* Millions of Americans 
are denied any meaningful opportunity for the pursuit of hap-, 
piness through inequality of birth into a minority group, into 
poverty or both. But even more important, the United States 
often arrogantly uses its enormous military and eoonomio 
power to support tyranny rather than to aid those struggling* 
against foreign or domestic tyranny.

July 4- the anniversary of the signing of 
the Declaration of Independence- Is tradi¬ 
tionally the day for a re .-statement and re¬ 
affirmation of. the liberties and rights, 
with the proclamation of which our country 
was born in 1776. ... •. 

July 4- a day for serious, solemn, and 
probing thought. It is a day properly to 
ask: Are we guaranteeing to all of our cit¬ 
izens the rights, the liberties, the free¬ 
doms, which took birth and first form in 
‘ the Declaration of Independence and the 
documents (such as the Constitution and the 
Bill of Rights) which followed upon it? 

Or are these concepts merely being given 
lip- service for some of our citizens? 
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Why are those who are concerned with the 
rights of homosexuals demonstrating today? 

Because the homosexual American citizen 
'finds himself denied many of the unique and 
special features of American life that are 
guaranteed by the Declaration of Indepen¬ 
dence, the Constitution and its Bill of 
Rights. 

The homosexual American citizen feels he 
is being denied many of the liberties and 
freedoms guaranteed by these documents and 
enjoyed, without second thought, by his 
fellow American citizens. 

"All Men are Created Equal" 
Homosexuals, known as such, are rarely 
treated as equals and they are often placed 
a status of inferiority. The Federal, 
(fflfctate and local governments not only dis¬ 
criminate against them grossly and point- 
lessly, but these institutions serve to 
•maintain the prejudice against them. 

"All men are endowed with certain un¬ 
alienable Rights, among these are the 
pursuit of Happiness." 

But the homosexual American citizen who 
participates in sexual acts within the pri¬ 
vacy' of his home, without force and with 
other consenting adults is subject to crim¬ 
inal sanctions in 49 states that range from 
a $500 fine in New York to life imprison¬ 
ment in Nevada. 

Notoriously, persons accused of homosexu- 
. al acts often suffer loss of job and shame 
before family and friends. 

Surely a citizen's private sexual rela¬ 
tions with other consenting adults are an 
igg&mpftrtant and proper part of his personal 
'"■^•pursuit of Happiness.” Yet, upon pain of 
severe punishment by the criminal law, and 
of the harshest sanctions by the society a- 
round him, the homosexual American citizen 
finds himself denied this "unalienable 
right”. 

"Our repeated Petitions have^ been 
answered only by repeated injury." 
Homosexual American citizens have also 
petitioned both state and Federal govern- 
. mants to re-examine many of the adverse 
policies facing them — and those govern¬ 
ments have ignored them or "answered only 


by repeated injury". 

Equality 

That the homosexual American citizen is a 
homosexual is always noted; that he is also 
an American citizen is often forgotten. 

The homosexual finds himself denied the 
equality of opportunity which is so essen¬ 
tial a part of our American way of life— 
simply and only because he is a homosexual. 
Were the homosexual as "visible" as the Ne¬ 
gro, our nation would have close to fifteen 
million* unemployed homosexuals - for no 
good reason. Private, out-of-working-hours 
life is in no possible way relevant to his 
employment. 

Homosexuals are denied service in the 
Armed Forces, and when found there, are 
given less-than-honorable discharges, re¬ 
gardless of the quality of the service. 

He is denied security, clearance, not upon 
judgment of him as an individual, upon his 
merits -- as every American citizen has the 
right to be judged — but simply by class, 
because he is a homosexual. 

In many places he is denied the right — 
possessed by other citizens—peaceably to 
associate with others of his own choosing. 

He is subjected to official harassment. 
He is "ferreted out." Officially and unof¬ 
ficially, he not only feels himself in'a 
position of inferiority, he finds himself 
being kept there. 

He finds that newspapers and other press 
media are shut to him and a virtual homo¬ 
sexual "press blackout" exists, except when 
there is news of an arrest or "crackdown." 

He is denied his dignity and his proper 
feeling of worth as an individual and as a 
human being, equal to other human beings. 

He is judged not upon his merits as a 
person, but upon the most personal aspects 

of his private life. _ _ _ _ 

*According to reliable estimates, there 
are some fifteen million male and female 
homosexual American citizens - about 10% of 
the non-juvenile population - making them 
the largest minority group after the Negro. 
But whatever statistics may be adopted, it 
cannot be denied that this group is a sig¬ 
nificantly large segment of the populace. 


Government by the Consent of the gov¬ 
erned 

In this country, laws and regulations art 
established -in consultation with spokesme^ 
for the citizens who are directly affect« 
by such regulations and laws. Homosexuals, 
however, have not been consulted .in the es¬ 
tablishment of Federal regulations affect 
ing them, nor have they been consulted b; 
those proposing state penal law reform. 

In many instances, especially with th 
Federal government, officials have almos 
without exception refused to meet with ho 
mosexuals. Even in the South, we find of 
ficials meeting with representatives ot tia 
Negro community to discuss their problez.! 
and grievances,, and to work toward a sol 

Ut 0ther° of^America's minority groups kno 
that they have the active assistance o 
their governments in their fight for thei 
proper rights and proper equal status wit 
their fellow citizens. The homosexual A 
merican citizen meets only with the active 
virulent hostility of his governments. 

The homosexual American citizen fine 
himself a member of the only major natior.i 
minority group which is systematically Cs 
nied an opportunity to achieve the equalit 
which all other citizens have. 

Homosexuals are held to second-class Cit 
izenship in the same America that claims 1 
have no second-class citizens. .* . 

We ask for the homosexual American cil 
''izen the right, as a human being, to deveJ 
op and achieve his full potential, dignitj 
' and self-respect; and the right, as a citi 
zen, to make his maximum contribution t 
the society in which he lives. 

Homosexuals ask for their proper equal;: 
under law, equality of opportunity, an: q 
quality in the society of his fellow citi 
zens. 

That homosexuals do not now have the 
basic essentials to a life lived in the . 
merican tradition is the reason for whii 
homosexual American citizens, and other e 
lightened citizens who support them, a 
picketing this July 4th, in front of Ind 
pendence Hall.

According to reliable estimates, there are some fifteen million homo sexual ^ 
American citizens (both men and women) — about 10$ of the non-juvenile popula ion 
making, this the nation* s largest minority group after the Negro. Whatever statistics 
may be adopted,. it cannot be denied that this group is a significantly large segment 
of the populace* 

This group of American citizens finds that it does not enjoy the rights, libert¬ 
ies, freedoms which make our American way of life so unique* 

Equality :' The homosexual American citizen finds that he is denied the equality 
of opportunity which is so essential a part of our' American system* Simply and only 
because he is a homosexual, he is denied jobs whici, in every way, he is. fully com¬ 
petent to hold* Were the homosexual as "visible” as is the Negro, our nation would 
have close to fifteen million unemployed homosexuals —• for no good reason*. 

We feel that a man* s private, out—of-working-houra life is in no possible way 
relevant to his employment. !■.. . 

He is denied service in our Armed Forces, and when found there, is given a less- 
thankfully honorable discharge (blighting the remainder of his life), regardless of 
the quality of his service, updn the basis of military regulations couched in offens¬ 
ive and insulting language of a sort which no American citizen should find directed 
at him by his government. ' 

He is denied a security clearance, not upon judgement of him a3 an individual, 
upon his own merits — as every American citizen '.ias a right to be judged —- but 
simply upon a disqualification as a member of a vlass or group.

He is subjected to unceasing official harassment. He is hunted down and . 
ferreted out. Officially and unofficially, he not only feels himself in a position 
of inferiority; he finds himself being kept there. . When he attempts to improve ms 
situation, he finds all avenues of recourse resolutely closed to him. 

In many places ha is denied the right — possessed by other citii?endf ~- peaceably 
to associate with others of his own choosing. 

He finds the newspapers and other media of communication shut to him, leaving

The Meanin r of the Word: MATTACHIN S 

In the Middle Ages, the Mattachine were 
court jesters, permitted — from behind 
the masks and costumes which they wore -- 
to make pointed social and personal com¬ 
mentaries forbidden to others. In the 
early 1990 1 s, when the first Mattachine 
Society s/as formed, public discussion of 
homosexuality was severely restricted, 
and so the concept of truth from behind a 
mask or in hiding was felt apt, hence the 
name. The word has now become generic 
for organizations working to improve the 
status of the homosexual.

HISTORY 

THE MATTACHINE SOCIETY OF WASHINGTON 
was founded on November l£, 1961 as an in¬ 
dependent organization cooperating close¬ 
ly with other groups espousing similar 
goals.
